China Bans “Ben-Hur”’ 


CANTON, China, May 8.—Probably 
no picture has ever been produced 
which gained such wide censor ap- 
proval as Ben-Hur. But Chinese cen 
sors do not agree with their American 
colleagues, and what is moral for 
Americans may be poison for good 
Chinese. 

The great religious picture has been 
banned here. The order proscribing 
its Chinese showings reads: 

“Ben-Hur is Christian propaganda 
decoying the people to superstition 
which must not be tolerated in the 
present age of revolutionary en 
lightenment.”

Reach Deadlock 
In Texas Fight 


Resolution for Blue Law En- 
forcement Is Defeated 


in Legislature 


AUETIN, Tex., May 13.—No new de- 
velopments have been recorded in the 
dead!ock, which has been reached ir the 
controversy between Governor Dan Moody 
and the proponents in the State Legis- 
lature of legalized Sunday ainusements. 
The impasse developed when attempts to 
pass resolutions, calling upon the Gov- 
ernor to enforce existing legislation, pro- 
hibiting Sunday amusements, and for 
resubmittal of the question of Sunday 
amusements to the special session of the 
Legislature, were defeated. Altho mur- 
murs of new legislative attempts to break 
the deadlock have been heard, no actual 
move has been made, and hope of re- 
opeming the question at this session is 
considered very slight. 

The house committee on criminal 
jurisprudence reopened the controversy 
when it reported a resoiution requesting 
the Governor to submit legalization of 
Sunday movies to the special session of 
the Legis'ature. The resolution was re- 
ported favorably by a 11 to 5 vote. 

When it reached the floor of the house 
the resolution was bitterly debated. The 
resolution was defeated by 1 vote of 
87 to 27, and upon motion was recon- 
sidered and tabled, making the action 
upon it final 

The alternative resolution, calling upon 
the Governor for rigid enforcement of 
the ancient statute, prohibiting Sunday 
movies, was likewise defeated by a 71 to 
47 vote, and was also reconsidered and 
tabled. 

Governor Moody recently vetoed a bill 
legalizing Sunday movies, giving as his 
reasoa the fact that it contained a local 
option clause, which he claimed made it 
unconstitutional, since power to regulate

Guild Repeating 90 P. C. 
Of Cities Next Year 


Has Found Smaller Centers Ready To Support Good 
Drama—Will Enlarge Route for New Season— 
Dearth of Available Theaters Big Problem 


NEW YORK, May 13.—With all the current talk about the death of the road 
and the decline of the legitimate theater it is interesting to note that the Theater 


Guild, the only producing organization 


facts, is not inclined to be so pessimistic. 


in a practical position of knowing the 
The Guild will greatly increase the 


scope of its touring companies next season, adding many new cities to the list 


and, at the same time, repeating 90 per 
cent of the dates played this year. 

This season this organization had 
three companies on tour, exclusive of the 
regular groups playing the subscription 
cities. These included the Theater 
Guild Repertory Company, which is pre- 
senting four plays. This company al- 
ready has played 60 cities this season 
and is still on tour. The Guild also 
has a touring company of Strange In- 
terlude that has been playing to 
phenomenal business all season and 
which is still out. There also is the 
Porgy Company, now in London. This 
company played the road all season and 
after returning from England will re- 
sume its road dates in the fall. 


As far as gaining an insight into cur- 
rent road conditions is concerned the 
Repertory Company offers the best pos- 
sibilities. The first problem that pre- 
sented itself to the Guild was that of 
creating advance interest and support 
in the company. Most of the towns 
played by this company had not had a 
legitimate theatrical attraction in years 
and it was a case of educating the pub- 
lic as to just what significance the en- 
gagement had and what ‘the Theater 
Guild is. To do this, advance lecturers 
preceded the company and aroused in- 


terest. Negotiations also were concluded 
with various civic bodies so that in 
most cases the Repertory Company 


played its date under patronage. 


Warren P. Munse!l, business manager 
of the Guild, says that the problem 
of booking was the most serious faced 
by the organization. Many of the cities 
had no available theater suitable for 
housing a legitimate dramatic attrac- 
tion. This may be seen from the fact 
that of the 60 cities played to date by 
the Repertory Company, 40 per cent had 
to rely on high-school or civic audi- 
toriums to house the production. Mun- 
sell says that in some cities where an 
auditorium was available the Guild had 
to pass it up because of technical dif- 
ficulties that would not allow for the 
proper presentation of their repertoire. 


Munsell also says that in many cases 
civic auditoriums are inadvisable be- 
cause of their being out of the center 
of activity and, therefore, unsuited to 
the requirements of the commercial 
theater. Kansas City, he said, offered 
this problem, because of its location out 
of the heart of the city and the 
resultant fact that people were not in 
the habit of going to it. Next season, 
however, he feels that this resistance 
will be largely overcome because of the 
success attained there this year. 

The Theater Guild officials had little 
difficulty in arranging booking thruout 
the smaller Eastern cities, especially in 
New England. Great difficulty was en- 
countered thru the South and the Far 
West, however. 

Because of the great success attained 
by its touring companies this season, the 
Guild will be far more active on the 
road next season. It will have seven 
touring companies out in the fall. These 


will include: A company playing Caprice, 
one doing Wings Over Europe, one of 


Porgy, one alternating between Pygma- 
lion and Major Barbara, two Strange In- 
terlude companies and the Repertory 
Company playing Marco Millions, Vol- 
pone and R. U. R. This latter company 
will be greatly increased in personnel 
next season, present plans calling for a 
roster of 65 players.

Of Two-a-Day Soon 


RKO Officials Happy Over 


Results — Seven Big-Time 


Houses as Against Two Last Year—Pan. Deal May 
Hasten Policy Revival 


NEW YORK, May 13—Possibilities for a straight two-a-day contract of 20 


or more weeks from RKO next 


season are stronger than they have ever been 


since the two-a-day circuit of K-A-O fell to piec€s around three years ago. 
RKO officials are reported nighly elated over results since the first of the year, 
with the organization and particularly the booking department delivering the 


goods that result in profits, and are 
said to be closely studying the situation 
with a view to figuring out a tentative 
two-a-day route for the coming fall. 

Whereas there were only two straight 
two-a-day houses in the chain last year 
(Palace here and Palace, Chicago), now 
there are seven under the policy. This 
includes the two aforementioned houses; 
the Davis, Pittsburgh, which is closed 
down, but only for the summer; Keith- 
Memorial, Boston; Riverside here; Or- 
pheum, San Francisco, and Orpheum, 
Los Angeles. 

With the deal to acquire the Pantages 
houses expected to almost make it es- 
sential to have two-a-day vaudeville in 
Western cities where there are also Or- 
pheum houses, the possibilities for the 
fall are greater than they have ever 
been, even before K-A-O's two-a-day 
structure began to topple. 

In the meantime, however, two-a-day 
is reported likely to be reinstated at the 
Albee, Brooklyn; Palace, Cleveland; Al- 
bee, Providence; Orpheum, Kansas City; 
Orphum, St. Louis; Orpheum-Palace, 
Milwaukee; Orpheum-Hennepin, Minne- 
apolis; Orpheum, Denver; Keith's, Cin- 
cinnati; Keith's, Washington, and in De- 
troit, where RKO is dickering the 
Oriental Theater, built a few years ago 
by the Miles interests there. 

Rochester and Syracuse are possibili- 
ties, as is Philadelphia, altho in the last 
mentioned city it is understood the cir- 
cuit feels it is badly overtheatered and 
the odds are against a two-a-day policy. 
Competition from Stanley, Fox and 
others, also, is very strong. 

An effort may be made to reinstate 
straignt two-a-day vaudevilie in Balti- 
more, Buffalo, Torontdéd and in Middle 
Western and Western houses, but this 
will doubtless depend on the spread of 
the policy in other parts of the country 
first, and the results obtained.

This 
is dependent, of cou.’se, on the result of 
the deals between Alexander Pantages 
and the various parties said to be in 
possession of options on his Coast-to- 
Coast circuit.

N. Y. Dailies 
Plugging Vaude. 


NEW YORK, May 11.—Local news- 
paper publishers are at last deciding 
there is sufficient reader interest in this 
territory at least to justify devoting 
more space to vaudeville and_ its 
activities. 

As a result The Sun and The Tribune 
are handling separate departments de- 
voted to vaudeville: The Graphic is now 
giving a full page on Saturdays; The 
News has just added vaudeville news to 
its amusement section; The Times is 
giving more space, and The Evening 
Journal has revived “Abie the Agent” for 
reviewing the shows, and The Evening 
Post has included the Palace and River- 
side in its amusement directory. 

Statistics of RKO reveal that approxi- 
mately 100,000 people patronize vaude- 
ville houses (their own) in Greater New 
York. Together with the Loew, Fox and 
independent houses the reader interest 
is nearly doubled. 

Less advertising from vaudeville houses 
has had a tendency in the past to 
minimize space for this field, but now 
the publishers, as in the case with radio, 
feel the vaudeville activities should be 
covered more thoroly. 


No Significance | 
To Two-Week Notice 


CHICAGO, May 11.—-Posting of the 
two weeks’ notice to stagehands and op- 
erators in all RKO houses has caused 
some uneasiness among acts playing the

Recently out of Hello Yourself, Carl 
Randall and Virginia Watson come to 
vaudeville with one of those acts that 
should make a stager bite his nails in 
desperation. It isn't that the act is 50 
bad, but with the talent monopolized by 
the team it could be loads better. For 
the Palace it isn’t a bad bet, because 
there are many Randall fans on the main 
stem who have seen his pedalistic clever- 
ness put to better use. In the fare 
away family houses we can conceive of 
the act taking a nose dive, entirely pos- 
sible for several reasons. 

Their opener is a cute kicks and acro- 
batic number, this being followed by a 
piano interlude by Halprin. It’s one of 
the strongest piano-filling waits on our 
record, but Halprin falls down as an ac- 
companist. We think it’s more of a 
personal idiosyncrasy than lack of ability 
that accounts for this. Altho he is a 
corking pianist, Halprin, when caught, 
seemed unwilling to work with the pit, 
never giving even a sideward glance to- 
ward the house musickers. It doesn’t 
look right, and had its effect on the kind 
of accompaniment the Randall-Watson 
team were given. 

The routine of the team consists of 
single and paired stepping, hinged to- 
gether by acceptable warbling. Randall's 
strut style of stepping is played up to 
good advantage toward the finish. At 
the close of his first excursion into his 
forte, he was greeted with a hand that 
was literally deafening Afast duo served 
as their bowoff. They were dragged into 
an encore, which consisted of*some cute 
business done in stocking feet and wind- 
ing up—without dropping the rhythm— 
with their shoes back on the tootsies. 
Miss Watson pleased well enough, but 
could have done far better had she dis- 
played a more variegated routine. She 
sticks too closely to kicks.

DON CUMMINGS, lariat spinning and chattering juvenile, filled his deuce 
spot assignment capably. Working with single and double-rope lengths, he put 
over some difficult stunts, not registering a miss in his entire array of dizzy 
spinning. Talk is not so forte, but it’s a very small part of his work. A great 
finish hand, and many strong ones dotting the routine. 

AL SHEAN AND LYNN CANTER had to plug hard for laughs at the beginning 
of their office sketch, Business Is Business, by William K. Wells. Precisely the 
same act they used here last season, augmented by several topical wheezes. Wound 
up in great style, and came out for bows “in one”, tempting a show stop with 
several Gallagher and Shean verses. 

KUZNEZOFF, Gypsy singer, with a large mike following, proved to be a heart- 
warming surprise and one of the big hits of the bill. The massively built bass- 
baritone offers a routine of Russ. song and melody, and in his support are Madame 
Nicolina (La Paline), and Vasilievsky, guitarist, in an artistically right setting. 
The trio ran thru their stock of Slavic music, with Kuznezoff fingering a balalaika 
during Madame Nicolina’s two numbers. Scored highest with an arrangement of 
Black Eyes, and as an encore to the all too short running time, Kuznezoff bellowed 
out in spine-tickling tones, Ole Man River. Just missed stopping. 

WILL MAHONEY, returning here after a month to cover up the Clayton, 
Jackson and Durante disappointment, writes his own history. He contributed one 
page in the fifth spot by tying the show up in a knot, without a single attempt 
at falls or stepping. The bewilderingly versatile funster smashed a homer in his 
Lily favorite, and went into the bows with the implied burlesque of Will Fyffe. 
They forced him back, and he gave his mammy travesties, and finished admirably 
with a new dialectic curtain speech, imitating a Dutch acrobat rendering thanks 
for a show stop.

Find Talkies Boon 


According to One, Publishers Not Tied Up With Picture 
Producers Have Little Chance of Survival—Tre- 


mendous Demand 


for Theme Songs 


NEW YORK, May 13.—Sound pictures have successfully revived the sheet 
music market as a result of the theme song and the publishers affiliated with the 
larger motion picture concerns are cutting up a juicy melon 

In most instances the picture company owns a substantial share in the pub- 
lishing house and therefore has a reasonable motive for plugging the music used 


in its pictures. According to one of the 
larger publishers of sheet music, pub- 
lishers not tied up with one of the bigger 
film companies have little chance of 
surviving. 

Overnight a tremendous demand has 
appeared for copies of the song hits in 
the various talkie productions. Already 
more than 400,000 copies of Broadway 
Melody and You Were Meant for Me, 
song hits from the screen’ success, 
Broadway Melody, have been disposed of, 
according to Jack Robbins, of the Rob- 
bins Music Corporation, in which Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer holds 50 per cent of the 
controlling stock. 

Both these songs command a better 
wholesale price than Sonny Boy, the Al 
Jolson song hit from The Singing Fool, 
produced by Warner Bros. While Sonny 
Boy wholesales for 20 cents a copy, the 
two Metro hits are wholesaling at 24 
cents per copy.

danger, Varconi realizes that as long as 
the latter lives his own wife can love 
him. In his attempt to kill the great 
screen lover he proves his own undoing 
and for this Barrymore and Miss Horn 
are accused. They flee to the mountains, 
where the ominous rumblings of a forth- 
coming avalanche make them realize 
that there is no further escape and they 
meet their death with a calm philoso- 
phy knowing that their love shall be 
eternal. The last scene in which they 
are drowned in the huge cataclysmic 
sweep of the snow avalanche is power- 
fully picturized. 

Both leads have thankless 
worthy parts to enact. Barrymore thru- 
out wears a bored and indifferent 
withholding all the traditional spirit 
and artistry he is noted for. Miss Horn 
makes an ethereal peasant maid, but is 
colorless in her performance. A new- 
comer, Mona Rica, the sex menace, is 
the outstanding player with her vivid

“Red Majesty” 
(NO DIST. CREDIT) 
At the Fifth Ave. Playhouse 
Red Majesty purports to be a film 
study of communism as practiced by the 
barbaric native Tariano tribe, which leads 


a natural and primitive existence in 
the wilds of the Amazon jungles. But 
unfortunately the author was so im- 


pressed with the beauty of such cities as 


Para, and with catching the strange 
beasts and fowl and luxuriant flora 
found in the Amazon valley that by 
the time he has really come to make 
a picturization of his intended subject 
the film is in its last stages. What he 
gives us is merely natural photography 


of some isolated scenes of the daily rou- 
tine of the tribe, a few of its customs, 
all of which has been done before, per- 
haps not with this particular tribe, but 
with others of similar people. It is en- 
tirely lacking in imagination and con- 
cept, and if the author's desire was to 
catch the mood and communistic-like 
character that he says prevails there, his 
screen result does not give that im- 
pression, and what we have more or less 
is another news-reel travelog of a ram- 
bling and insufferably fatiguing nature. 

The best scenes concern his capturing 
those grotesque and queer-appearing 
animals in very informal poses. We find 
macaws languidly perched upon a man- 
go tree. Weird kinkajous doing acro- 
batic stunts to please a tapir, a slimy- 
flesh crawling beast that appears to be 
a conglomeration of horse, zebra, pig 
and boar. If your preference is for owls 
you will find the dreamy lethargic paca 
blinking out wise council to a galavant- 
ing little ocelot, the alley cat of the 
jungle. One lovely scene stands out 
from all these fascinatingly repellent 
ones and that is the exquisite cameo-like 
grace of the aigrettes and herons in the 
water. 

The synchronization is weak and the 
music is strangely reminiscent of Ori- 
ental motifs. Harold Noice, who filmed 
the travelog, accompanies it and de- 
livers a short but informative lecture. 
Really more interesting than his screen 
effort. The subtitles are dry at times 
and in poor humor at others. If cut 
down would make a splendid short.

“The Squall” 
(FIRST NATIONALVITA,)

The Squall was not considered a good 
Broadway play, even tho Blanche Yurka 
was the star, and it existed mainly thru 
the cut-rate ticket agencies.

lot and work in a batch of exterior 
scenes with accompanying sound effects 
and whatnot. These exteriors have a 
tendency toward atmosphere, but on the 
other hand offer resistance to the pace 
of the drama. First National might 
conveniently re-edit the picture, taking

The dialog of The Squall, whether the 
original lines or not, are often vapid, 
lacking the brilliance and punch that 
put over a talkie with a kick. There 
are, in the course of the picture, a few 
scenes that are somewhat gripping, but 
none of them are outstanding for their 
dramatic effect 

The fundamental difficulty with the 


story and production of The Squall 
that it is umnatural, aside from the 
ight of Richard Tucker reading a 


Hungarian newspaper and speaking 
most flawless English. The average per- 
son will not be convinced of the ability 
of a gypsy girl to enter a household, and, 
even tho it is apparent she is causing 
trouble, be allowed to remain until her 
job is thoroly completed; nos will it be 
easily believed that the juvenile lead will 
walk miles in a pouring rain just to get 
the gypsy enchantress a pearl necklace, 
money for which he has stolen 

When the picture is beginning to get 
to its proper length the gypsy’s game is 
called and she is given back to het 
nomadic master, the father and mother 
on the one hand and their son and 
fiance on the other, then welding to- 
gether firmly the threatened breaks in 
their lives. 

Myrna Loy plays Nubi, the gypsy, and 
locks the part well, tho she does not 
speak it so admirably. Of the entire 
cast it is Richard Tucker who gives the 
best performance, with Alice Joyce a 
close second. Miss Joyce, one of the 
screen’s most charming actresses, is as 
charming when she speaks, but one has 
to get accustomed to her voice which 
at first seems to show her to disadvan- 
tage. Carroll Nye, Loretta Young, Harry 
Cording, Zasu Pitts and Nicholas Sous- 
sanin are in other roles and do about 
average. 

Artistically, not so much, but finan- 
cially, The Squall ought to do fairly well.

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in 1856, of well-to-do and cultured Irish 
parents He spent his early youth in 


Dublin, attended Trinity College there 
and completed his university education, 
speciaiizing in classical studies at Oxford. 
In 1884+he was married to a woman 
whose wealth enabled him to devote his 
entire time to lecturing and writing; he 
remained in England until 1897 when he 
went to France and Italy. He died in 
Paris in November, 1900. 

“The epitome of the fin de siecle 
spirit—a pose—Oscar Wilde represented 
all that was vital in the comedy of 
manners. His style in writing has been 
described as ‘terse, tense, witty, urbane.’ 
Lady Windermere’s Fan, which Wilde 
called ‘a play about a good woman,’ 
was first produced in London, February 
22, 1892, at the St. James Theater, with 
George Alexander in the role of Lord 
Windermere; Lily Hanbury as Lady Win- 
dermere and Marion Terry as Mrs. Er- 
lynne.

GEORGE WILSON, old master of min- 
strelsy, now in his 86th year, may enter 
the talkies with his famous Waltz Me 
Again monolog, long ago accepted as a 
classic of the minstrel stage When 
Wilson declined E. F. Albee’s suggestion 
that ne continue in vaude. two years ago, 
he announced that he had retired per- 
manently. G. H. Barlow, III, scion of 
the famous house of Barlow, thinks the 
veteran comedian would not be averse to 
perpetuating his original monolog. Writ- 
ing from Binghamton, N. Y., Wilson's 
nome, Barlow says: “Wilson, altho rather 
cold to the talkies when they first came 
out, bewailing the passing of the spoken 
drama and road shows in particular, has 
at last become reconciled to the new 
form of entertainment, and is, in other 
words, really sold on the idea. He spoke 
very favorably the other day when I was 
talking to him concerning the sound pro- 
duction, Broadway Melody. When I in- 
formed him that Eddie Leonard was soon 
to appear in The Minstrel Show, he 
seemed delighted and said: ‘What a world- 
beater of a picture that title could stand 
for in the synchronized sound and talk- 
ing production of nowadays.” In my 
chatter with him he seems to think that 
he, too, altho too advanced in years to 
play the title role in a feature picture, 
would like to appear once on the Silver 
screen and give the monolog that was 
dear to the minstrel-loving public for 
two score years or more.” 


. 

HOW’S THIS for an example of the 
irony of fate? Major Miles Gorman, 
minstrel man, dramatic actor and vaude- 
ville artiste for about 60 years, some 
time ago put in an application to the 
Actors’ Fund for relief. At last report 
the Major had been unable to establish 
the fact that he ever appeared at any 
time on the professional stage. As it is 
essential, of course, that the applicant 
shall furnish satisfactory proof that he 
is eligible to participate in the benefit 
of the fund, the veteran's application is 
still under consideration. Eddie La 
Barre, writing from Gloucester, Mass., 
gives some details of the case. He says’ 
“IT am writing you in the interest of an 
oldtimer, who started away back in the 
good old minstrel days, and when only 
eight years old was a working member of 
the Buckley Minstrels, then located in 
Boston, Mass. The oldtimer I am refer- 
ring to is (as he was known in the 
profession) Major Miles Gorman. He 
was one of the first to lead the parade 
juggling a regulation army rifle. His 
act in early days was one of the best 
He was versatile: could work in drama, 
being a very good character man. Like 
most of the old school, he could fill in 
any old spot. The Major has made an 
application to the Fund for aid. They 
ask him for a program to show that he 
has been a member of the profession. 
He has nothing in the line of a program, 
all of them he had saved having been 
destroyed. That is why I am writing 
these few lines to see if there are any 
of the boys that were in some show or 
on some vaudeville bill with him that 
might have a program and will send it 
to me. The Dillon boys may have one 
as they were on the I. W. Baird Show at 
the time Major was there. I remember 
the Baird Minstrels, a fine show. I was 
not with the show that season, but met 
the show several times I remember 
that Lew Benedict and Charles Goodyear 
were ends. Other endmen were Joe Hart 
and Billy McAllister. The interlocutor 
was Theo Jackson. The Mafor had a big 
Zouave act that was featured in both 
the parade and the“olio. T cannot re- 
member al! of the boys in the act, but I 
do recall that George (Honey Boy) Evans 
was one of them. Then there were 
Stonebeck and Lewis, the Whippler 
Twins, Perry and Evans, Georgie Wright 
and the Hand Bell Ringers. John Tower, 
I think it was, Who had that Inst named 
act. On the bill were the Four Invinci- 
bles—Conway, Mack, Gardner and Clark. 
Tt was a great route act. Prince Pha- 
raoh, one of the greatest contortionists 
that ever lived, was with the show.” 
Major Gorman its now nearing his 80th 
birthday anniversary. La Barre advises 
that the veteran fs anxious to hear from 
some of the oldtimers who will supply 
programs that will enable him to comply 
with the requirements of the Fund of- 
fictals. The Major has been living at 30 
Fast Canton street, Boston, but left 
there May 1.

The death of her husband, Paul Richard 
Freisinger, several years ago, had left 
her with the responsibilities of running 

business im addition to the manu- 
facturing and rental departments. To 

e herself of this care she has 
ned the Brooks organization, and 
she will supervise the manufacture of 
il] period costumes Mme. Freisinger 
brings with her the renowned costume 
library which she has been collecting 
for the past 45 years. In it there are 
over 1,000 volumes which contain plates 


depicting the costumes of all nations 
during practically every period in his- 
tory One of the most interesting of 
these, published early in the 18th cen- 
tury. contains about 100 hand-colored 
engravings of Oriental costumes; the 


colors have not faded in the least during 
the centuries since the book was pub- 
ished. and on some of the plates there 
remain traces of the grains of tinsel 
which were pasted on the engraving to 
represent jewelry.

The Guild has no intention of estab- 
lishing a rest home, nor does it seem 
practical to try to provide for those on 
special diets. It will be a place to which 
actors can go to recuperate, and at a 
price, probably about $10 a week, which 
those who. have had the long drain of 
illness to meet can pay.

Maybe that is 
why the slightest shock, in the form of 
competing — talkies presentations, 
makes vaudeville tremble with the pitiful 
palsy of diseased old age. 


T IS NOT A NEW GAG for theat- 
rical publicity men to take excerpts 
from an adverse theatrical review 

and so edit them that they appear to be 
favorable. Such crude, unethical meth- 
ods are employed every day in the show 
ads in the daily papers. Indeed, the 
procedure has been so overworked that 
the public long since has failed to be 
impressed by ads featuring critical 
quotes. Only recently have the news- 
papers taken action. 

A few weeks ago one of the dramatic 
staff of The New York Times wrote a 
review of a crude and loose negro musi- 
cal show. He did not mince words and 
there was no doubt as to the meaning he 
conveyed. The day following the pub- 
lication of his notice, however, news- 
paper ads for this show appeared in 
which carefully edited quotes from The 
Times review were, featured. To the 
reader it would seem that the reviewer 
had been enthusiastic in his 
appraisal of the show. 

The Times did not let the matter 
drop. That newspaper has started ac- 
tion against the produer of the show in 
question and intends making things hot 
for him. All those whe stand for the 
best interests of the show business 
should earnestly hope that it succeeds. 

It is amazing that the great power of 
the press has not taken such action 
long before this. Neither the news- 
papers, the theater or the public can 
harbor such methods. The stamping 
out of such practice will give greater 
dignity to dramatic criticism and assist 
materially in eradicating the racketeer- 
ing producer from the theatrical scene. 

Certainly there is no reason why any 
newspaper should allow its prestige to 
be placed in jeopardy for the sake of 
advertising. The press will not stand 
for loose and fraudulent statements in

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Actors and Risque Plays 
Northfield, Minn., May 6, 1929. 


Editor The Billboard: 

Hats off to Crane Wilbur for refusing 
to appear in a risque play! If our other 
actors would only follow his good ex- 
ample it would do much to relieve the 
fear of censorship with which the thea- 
ter has been threatened for so long. 

It is just a little difficult to see why 
either the theater, the actors or the- 
atrical property should be exempt from a 
law of decency that is so diligently ap- 
plied in other institutions and situa- 
tions. Little boys usually “hide behind 
the ktarn” to tell dirty stories, and they 
write obscene things on walls under the 
cover of darkness. They Enow what is 
coming to them if they do those things 
openly. If actors don’t know that much 
then let the law teach them. 

If actors really “love the art, poor tho 
it may be,” surely they would hesitate 
to defile it by making it the too willing 
slave of obscenity. More guts on the 
actor’s part would instantly remove that 
“onus he now bears when differing 
tastes provoke opposition to produc- 
tions.” 

Perhaps I am still living in the old 
days when questionable lines or business 
were strictly taboo in every first-class 
show. And then, too, I may be preju- 
diced in the matter, as I am still among 
those showmen of the sticks who, for 
some reason or other, do not attempt to 
cater to the “differing tastes” of the pub- 
lic. They cater to only one taste, and it 
has never yet placed them in danger of 
censorship, the patrol wagon or the jeop- 
ardy of having their property padlocked. 

Yes, our actors are off stride with the 
Mexican Actors’ Union, which has already 
launched a drive against certain theaters 
in which it deems the performance to be 
immoral. And members who refuse to 
obey the order are expelled from the 
union. That looks like a better course 
than ours, for we are trying to relieve 
our actors of all guilt in a questionable 
show instead of taking a firm stand on 
decency, which would mean that there 
would be no questionable shows, at least 
not in our so-called first-class theaters. 

The theater is not advancing very fast 
working under the “differing-tastes” idea, 
and it is time to try the other system, 
that of strict decency, which prevails to 
a great degree in every other high place 
except the theater.

know from experience. Vaudeville dates 
have dropped to one day a week, and at 


an awful salary—as low as $3.75, less 10 
per cent. There are hundreds of acts to 
grab any kind of a date. The fault is 
there are too many amateurs playing 
vaude. dates. Many of these amateurs 
have done broadcasting at different radio 
stations, and many branch out from 
presentations. All this has caused the 
overflow of talent in California. They 
work a few dates around Los Angeles and 
remain there a month or so, then jump 
to San Francisco and remain there a few 
months. They travel by auto, carry no 
baggage, and work in their street clothes 
—you can imagine the acts they present. 
Singles all line up alike and receive the 
same amount—<doubies the same A 
novelty act they can not use, as it costs 
too much to play it. Dancing schools 
have turned out hundreds of child acts, 
which the father and mother travel with 
on the one-day stands The talkies 

have also helped to cripple vaudeville.

Townsend Walsh Writes 


Townsend Walsh writes from Mar- 
seilles, France, as follows: “In a highly 
amusing and entertaining book recently 


published in Paris under the title, Les 
Dompteurs, ou le Menagerie des Originee 
a nos Jours, the erudite author, Man- 
sieur Henry Thetard, treats us to many 
startling revelations He tells us that 
Van Amburgh, the animal trainer, was 
‘devoured’ by his pet tigress, Edith, at 
Boston in August, 1846 Furthermore, 
that Van Ambureh was a half-breed, a 


direct descendant of the tribe of Tus- 
caroras. After his death, M. Thetard 


relates, Van Amburgh’'s widow continued 
to exploit his menagerie, which she sold 
in 1866 to Phineas Taylor Barnum. 

“It is Searcely necessary to remind 
Billboard readers that Isaac Van Am- 
burgh died at a ripe old age in serene 
comfort and seclusion. He was born of 
old Dutch stock on the east bank of the 
Hudson at Fishkill, directly opposite 
Newburg. (Fishkill is now called Beacon.) 

“After his well-earned retirement 
Hyatt Frost, his able lieutenant. con- 
tinued to operate the Van Amburgh 
show with varying success. It held the 
road thru the summer of 1885 when the 
feature of the menagerie was the small. 
hairy elephant called Queedah, exported 
from Hamburgh by Charles Reiche. 

“Another illuminating statement by 
the French author is that Hackariah 
Bailey was the father of James A. Bailey 

“I will not endeavor to check up on 
all of Monsieur Thetard’s extraordinary 
data about the circus in America He 
deplores the decadence of the old-tim« 
traveling menagerie and says that the 
only outfit of the kind now traveling 
in France is that owned and controlled 
by Messieurs Jules and Alfred Court 
These brothers, it seems, once worked 
On our side of the Atlantic with the 
Ringling Show doing a horizontal bar act 
as the Egelton Bros. I saw their show 
here in Marseilles. They used the 
Barnum trade-mark and boldly an- 
nounced that this was the first visit 
of Barnum to France in 20 years. I 
understand that the enterprising Court 
brothers change the name of their show 
every time they give their wagons a 
fresh coat of paint. Their business was 
pitifully bad and they decamped to the 
small towns and villages before com- 
pleting their engagement here. Most of 
the performers with this show were 
Germans.”

Under 
the able management of W. R. McKay, 
with Hugh Strickland as arena director, 
Mrs. May McGhee as executive secretary 
and F. Baker as field secretary, the ro- 
deo was a marvel of smoothness and 
speed from start to finish. So success- 
ful was the rodeo this year that the 
Commercial Club and the Elks are plan- 
ning now to put on a larger one next 
year. It is their ambition to build the 
El Paso Rodeo up to the same high level 
as the big shows put on at Pendleton 
and Calgary and in a few years they 
expect the El Paso Rodeo will be as well 
known as those two famous shows are.

It was an anxious 
time for Pinky. Riding along beside the 
lady, he held her arm lovingly and 
earnestly implored that trick mule not 
to buck or balk or lay down. The mule 
behaved himself and the episode was 
photographed for the Pathe News. The 
McCarthy string of buckers was fur- 
nished for the riders to try out and 
several minor accidents occurred. Some 
of the boys had the unpleasant exper- 
ience of having their feet catch in the 
stirrups when alighting from the bronks, 
attributable, no doubt, to the fact that 
the stirrups provided on the McCarthy 
saddles were too light in weight to be 
safe. In order to elear a rider’s foot 
when thrown, a stirrup requires some 
substance and weight. The stirrups on 
the McCarthy saddles were too light and 
too cheap in quality to be fit for a 
rodeo contest. In my opinion, riders 
should be required to furnish their own 
saddles, correct association pattern, of 
course, and then the cheap, “busted up” 
rigs so often provided by contractors of 
bucking stock would be eliminated. 
There is no excuse for any rodeo rider 
being without the proper tools of his

The fact that despite the interest shown 
in attendance of from 35.000 to 40,000 
people at the present poorly equipped 
and neglected city zoo, no effort is being 
made to provide better zoo facilities is 


expected to result in the formation of 
the societ In this event it is believed 
that the zoo program would consist of 


a new 200 park separate from the present 
municipal plant.

Zoo, augmenting 
the Zoo herd, already considered one of 
the finest in the world, and according 
to Heinrich Hagenbeck, the finest spect- 
mens extant Announcing the new ar- 
rivals, Zoo Manager Sol A. Stephan said: 
“It is rather gratifying that after we 
shipped two young buffaloes off to the 
Hagenbeck Zoo at Hamburg, German, 
in exchange for other animals, the stork 
should be so considerate as to fly over 
the buffalo shed and leave two young 
bison to take the place of those we sent 
away. As a matter of fact—and this is 
a secret just .yet—we're expecting the 
stork to fly over the buffalo shed two 
or three more times before very long.” 

LONDON ZOO is now more than 109 
years old. The centenary of the London 
Zoological Society was celebrated Apri! 
29 and world-wide recognition of 
society’s prestige was given by the eath- 
ering of representatives of the United 
States, Great Britain, Treland and many 
European conntries to celebrate the 
completion of the first century the 
voo’s distinguished history. The cec!ebra 
tion was held in University College Hall 
and was becun with a reading of the 
society’s history by its president, the 
Duke of Bedford Dr. Casey Wood, 
Smithsonian Institution, represented the 
United States at the gathering The 
society’s charter was granted by King 
George IV March 4 1829. and in 1831 
King William IV nted to it the 
royal menagerie from Windsor and the 
royal animal collection from the Tower 
of London. King Henry III was the first 
English sovereign to collect animals, and 
he gathered several fine specimens to- 
gether in the 13th century, including 
the fitst elephant seen in England, a 
present from the King of FPrance. The 
Zoological Gardens now occupy 35 acres 
in Regent Park, but the society is now 
constructing a new and modern park 
upon a 500-acre tract which it owns in 
Bedfordshire

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Death of “‘Jack Dotts” 
At Fort Scott, Kan. 


Sometime between 10 o'clock Thursday 
night, May 2, and the following morn- 
ing, Albert H. Dodt, of Kansas City, Kan., 
was struck and killed by a Frisco train 
in Fort Scott, Kan. Dodt, because of his 
unusual name, was called “Jack Dotts” 
by many of his friends.
